The table for 
new members is based upon the exper- 
ience of the Modern Woodmen, which 
represents the largest number of lives 
in any. such society. 'It is lower than 
the national fraternal congress table of 
rates, the mortality experience~of the 
Woodmen having been more favorable 
thonlhe mortality of the fraternals in 
general. This will meet the require- 
ments of the adequate rate laws of the 
various states. They are the increased 
rates which were adopted by the head 
camp in 1912, but which was repudiated 
at that, .time by the membership at 
large, which secured j injunctions j in a 
number of states preventing their col- 
lection.' 

^ Thetarblefor the present members 
increases the prespnt rates 60 per cent 
beginning with 75 cents per $1,000 of 
insurance at ages 17 to 18. and increas- 
ing by 5 cent steps until $1.50 is reach- 
ed at the age of 38, above which the 
J rate is stationary. .

The. lowest fine for a violation of this 
kind is $100 and the .highest is $500, with 
the possibility of six months in jail 
thrown in for good measure.

Letter From George Palmer 
to His Parents Here 

Dudelorf, Germany, 

Feb. 27, 1919 
Dear Parents:— 

1 will, try and write a few lines to- 
night in answer to your last letter 
which came last Sunday. It found me 
feeling fine and dandy" and I. hope these 
ifew lines will.find you both well. There 
is sure a. lot of sickness all over. l' be- 
lieve there is just as much of it here as 
in the States. There is a lot of the 
boys that have gone to the hospital and 
a lot of the natiyes are sick. It is sort 
of grippe they have* but they all seem 
to well get it in a few days. I have been 
pretty lucky, I have not. had a bad cold 
all winter and hope that I won't get it. 
The weather is pretty soft and it rains 
more or less, every day. Yes I know 
that we were to go homeward on Jan. 
,17, but- that order was changed and we 
are still, in Germany and at the present 
rate of shipping we will be .here or 
some -place back in France until the 
first of June, but if they speed up a 
little and get more ships we will get 
back in God's country before June. 
That is about all we know, and I doubt 
if the officers know any more a))'out go- 
ing home than some of the buck priv- 
ates does, it all depends onthe ships. 

I had a talk with .George. Garland 
last Saturday he was driving a truck 
through this town when I was on-duty 
so he. stopped and spent a half' hour 
with me. He is getting along fine and 
is staying about five miles from here. 
. *I am with the M: P. 'a yet and like it 
fine. I will make a good copper when 
I get in the States again, for I have 
been with the Military Police most of 
the time since we came into Germany. 
The people here are good workers, and 
the girls are strong and do a man's 
work. They get about two marks a 
day or about 22 cents in our money. I 
guess I. will take two or three of these 
girls back with me, they all want to 
go to the U. S., and are saving money 
for the trip. Everything is high in 
price here. Pork is about $2 a pound, 
so the people live on sauer kraut. The 
people here are all Catholics'and. they 
would rather go to church than eat* 
but. they aure try and do all they can 
for us. 

Well it is about supper time and 1 
have to go on duty< for five hours right 
after supper, so I will stop. I sent you 
a letter a few days ago hope you get 
my mail o. k. I have not heard from 
Harry or any of the boys in France, 
but hope you hav^heard from him be- 
fore now. 

I will stop and go to supper, with 
lots of love to you both and say hello to 
Fred and Alice for me. I am as ever, 

George.

The secretary dropped the manu- 
script, from wjilch he was carefully 
reading and made vigorous reply: 

"There. Is a gentleman present who 
thinks the loan 'would be more attrac- 
tive nt five per cent.

, This message reports fresh agitation 
by the German Spurtncuns coincident 
with the Hungarian revolution and Te- 
ports that In these circumstances the 
release of Iladek has created a bad im- 
pression. 

The authorities, the dispatch adds, 
say that Iladek entered.

Greetings were sent to- Lenlne as

In greeting the Russian proletariat

1 In his reply, Lenlne stated that he 
had submitted the Hungarian greeting 
to the bolshevlkl congress at Moscow, 
which had received it with great en- 
Uliuslasm.

"In order to communicate between 
Moscow and Budapest and report on 
the military sltuatjon, It Is necessary 
to mulntnln permanent wireless com- 
munication between the two cities." 
He concluded by extending "commun- 
ist greetings and a handshake."' 

The communists of Vienna held a 
meeting" of sympathy with the prole- 
tariat dictatorship In' Hungary Sunday 
morning, according to a Vienna. dis- 
patch. The demonstration developed 
into a manifestation against the en- 
tente. 'There was no disturbance, how- 
ever, the message declares. 

Paris, March 20.— The peace confer- 
ence has been advised by entente 
agents of the critical sanation in Hun- 
gary. Some street fighting In Buda- 
pest has been reported. i 

While the lives of entente nationals 
are said still to be safe It Is urged that 
they need the protection which would 
be afforded by monitors proceeding up 
the Danube from Serbian ports. 

Such monitors, according to advices 
received here, are already on their way 
up the river.

Vienna, March 24.— The Hungarian 
government is reported to have signed 
n proclamation "acknowledging a 
state of war between Hungary uml the 
entente powers." 

The Karolyi cabinet, according to 
latest word from Budnpest, has been 
succeeded by a new coalition govern- 
ment, which is joining hands with the 
Russian troops reported to be inarch- 
ing into Hungary. 

Tlie' entire country has been placed 
under a state of siege. 

All Hungary has turned bolshevist. 
Communists and extreme socialists 
dominate the new regime. 

"Red" Army Ready. 
A great Russian bolshevist army Is 
reported to be ready between Brocly 
and Stanlslau. 

Several regiments of Czechoslovaks; 
Inspired by bolshevist propaganda, 
have mutinied and gone oyer to the 
reds. They are now In Hungary. 

There Is danger, according to dis- 
patches, of the red wave spreading 
through the ranks el" the Czecho-Slo- 
vak army In the south, owing to ex- 
tensive agitation carried on for 
months by Lenine and bis lieutenants. 
Karolyi Stirs Masses. 
Count Michael Karolyi. before re- 
signing as premier, which office he has 
held ever since the overthrow of the 
Ilupsburg monarchy, Issued a procla- 
mation urging a "world war of the 
proletariat for justice," and pleading 
for support of the Hungarian masses^ 
against the decision -of-the .Paris. tfeace 
. <#tfgress to occupy Hungary. 
Soviets Pick Chief. 
Copenhagen, March 24.— Alexander 
Gorbal lias assumed the presidency of 
the Huns'nrv -ovnlutlonary govern- 
ment of workers, peasants and sol- 
diers* councils, with Belli Kunas for- 
eign commissary and Joseph Pogiiny 
•as war commissary, according to Buda- 
pest dispatches. 

It- is reported that Kim has applied 
to Lenine for armed assistance against 
the allied urines, which have occupied 
the greater part of Hungary for the 
purpose of putting down the bolshe- 
vik 'uprising. 

The formation of the new Hungari- 
an soviet government followed the res- 
ignation of the Karolyi cabinet Friday 
as a result of. the new boundaries be- 
tween Hungary and Uoumanla fixed at 
Paris. 

Rioting Begins. 
Blotlng throughout Hungary has ac- v 
companled the change In government, 
according to reports reaching here. 

In Budapest, which has not as yet 
been occupied by the allied forces, 
mobs Saturday stormed the post ofllce 
and other public buildings and de- 
stroyed the monuments erected to Ilon- 
ved heroes. 

All Power Is Taken. 
A dispatch from Budapest gives the 
proclamation of the new Hungarian 
; government as follows: 

"The proletariat of Hungary from 
today has taken all power In Its own 
hands. By the decision of the Paris 
conference to occupy Hungary the pro- 
visioning of revolutionary Hungary be- 
comes utterly impossible. 

"Under these circumstances the sole 
means open for the Hungarian gov- 
ernment Is a dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat. 

Seize All Big Estates. 
"Legislative, executive and judicial 
nthorlty will be exercised by a dlcta- 
"'hlp of the workers, peasants and 
eCL,^ councils.

"As ' provisional president of the 
Hungarlna* people's republic, I turn, 
us against the Paris, peace conference, 
to the proletariat of the world for 
justice and support.' 1 

* Calls All Neighbors. 
Paris, March *4.-^Thc proclamation 
of the new Hungarian government In- 
vites the workmen and peasants of 
Bohemia', Kouinanfa, Serbia and Croa- 
tia to form an armed alliance against 
the aristocracy,' land owners and <ly- 
nnstles. It requests also that the 
workmen of Austria and Germany 
follow the lead of Hungary In break- 
ing oft relations with the Paris peace 
conference. 

They are requested to rally with the 
Moscow government and constitute *n 
soviet republic and resist, arms in 
hand, the "Imperialist conquerors." 

The proclamation says the" govern- 
ment will organize an army which 
will .enforce the proletariat's dictates 
against Hungarian land owners and 
capitalists, the Roumanian aristocracy 
and the Czech bourgeoisie. 

The document ends "by urging each 
wnrknmn and pensant to work In or- 
der to produce or to enlist in the 
army. 

Troops Maintain Quiet. 
Copenhagen, Mnrch 21.— A dispatch 
from Budapest ' dated Friday said 
that at that time order was being 
maintained by the troops and the Na- 
tional Guard. 

The revolutionary government. It 
was stated, had issued a prohlbtlon 
against the carrying of arms, making 
the penalty for disobedience -five 
yk-irs* penal servitude and a fine of 
50,000 kronen. 

Other dispatches announce that or- 
der prevails in the country districts 
around' Budapest. 

Newspapers in Budapest have 
ceased publication. 

Martial Law Declared. 
Amsterdam, March 24.— When the 
Hungarian cabinet, headed by Count 
Karolyi as provisional president, re- 
signed late In the week, the govern- 
ing party, comprlslag socialists and 
eomuiunj£Uv--v» , «f< , lp| m ed ^rmrtlnl law 
•IhWiugiiout the entire' country, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Budapest. 

Under the title of "Ilungrlan So- 
cialist party" the socialists and com- 
munists- have combined and will ad- 
minister the country. 

Blockade Is Suppressed. 
Basle, March 24.— The Austrlna for- 
eign ofllce has been Informed by the 
Italian armistice commission that the 
associated powers have decided unani- 
mously to suppress the blockade of 
Austria ami Hungary, says a semi-offi- 
cial dispatch received here from Vi- 
enna. 

Advices received here from Vienna 
nre to the effect that the council of 
ministers has decided to seize provi- 
sloaally for the purposes of state ad- 
ministration the real and personal 
property of the reigning families In 
Austria and also of the archdukes liv- 
ing abroad. The Incomes from the real 
estate -received will be paid the own- 
ers. 

Give Tarnopol to Reds. 
London. March 24.— The Chronicle's 
Copenhagen correspondent says that, 
according to a Berlin message to the 
Polltlken, the Hungarian crisis may 
affect the whole of Europe. The non- 
government is said to have admitted 
the Russian Red army Into Tarnopol, 
near the Galiclan frontier. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Co- 
penhagen Osketldende says the deci- 
sion for the revolution was taken Fri-. 
flay afternoon when the Hungarian 
government learned the French. - Ro«P 
man fan and Czech troops were to oc- 
cupy parts or Hungary In order to 
stem bolshevlsm. 

According to one story the plans 
were completed by Russian agents 
who were In Budnpest ostensibly ns 
members of the Russlnn Red Cross, 
but who were acting under orders from 
Moscow. 

Lenine the Real Leader. 
The new socialist and communist 
rulers find the machinery of the soviet 
government ready, but they only 
nominally will run the machine, the 
director being Lenine. 

According to the correspondent 
quoted, It is rumored u number of 
Czech regiments In the north of Hun- 
gary mutinied, and It Is feared the 
news of what Happened In Hungary 
will have an Inflammatory effect In 
the Czech state, where bolshevlsm has 
raised Its head more boldly than In any 
other country outside of Russin. 

The correspondent concludes the 
message rather ominously. In Vlennn, 
he says, these events are followed with 
extreme tension. The populace there 
lias shown' great patience under grout 
^sufferings, but even the greatest pa- 
tience can give way.

Berlin, March 25.— Doctor Schrocd- 
er, for years one of Hamburg's- lead- 
ing Jurists' and several times a million- 
aire, Is the. lender and originator of 
the Hamburg strike against sending 
ships to fetch food. 

Schrocder, one Laffenberg, and a 
German-Russian bolshevist named 
Stern, have organized and financed the 
Spartncan movement in nninburg since 
November 10. 

The Seamen's union, which is op- 
posing the sailing, consists largely of 
nnemploycd, who hnve no connectjon 
with the sen except In name. 

The object of the Spnrtacans and 
their allies Is to prevcat food coming 
to Germany at all costs, as experience 
has shown thnt bolshcvism-has little 
chance among the Germans as soon as 
futs and other foods arrive. 

An illustration of this was provided 
In Danzig, when the first American 
supplies were distributed." Spartncan 
outbreaks had been arranged. The 
report of the secret police showed 
many thousands of adherents. The 
dny before the Intended outbreak the 
American ^commission nrrunged hur- 
riedly to issue foodstuffs from sup- 
plies already landed. 

No outbreaks occurred. The next 
day reports of confidential agents 
showed the number of would-be 
strikers ,would be reduced to less than 
one-fifth the origlnnl number.

ment. , . 
Schroeder's propaganda consists 
mostly of attacks on life entente "enp- 
Itnlllon."

ties of nil kinds, especially textiles,' 
have been dangerously depleted and 
on account of the short, production of 
coal tlie railways of the Austro-Hun- 
garlun states are badly crippled. Iluv- 
Ing efllclent railway transportation is 
an important factor In moving, foods 
whore they are most urgently needed. 
Anything for the Czechs must pass- 
through what Is left of Austria proper. 

Austrlu-nungnry has been divided 
Into five separate political areas. Tay- 
lor believes that this action has for 
the time being greatly; reduced the re- 
sources of all this territory. Eac*> 
state sets up barriers ugalnst the oth- 
ers. He found the food distribution 
and supply which formerly was a mat- 
ter of exchange unibng the separate 
states almost at a standstill. One sec- 
tion will have cool, another some su- 
j*ar, another-some grain, but ench un- 
able to "carry on" because of lack of 
what, the others have. In such n sit- 
uation, one state, In efllclent, and with 
its flnauciar system paralyzed, will 
have plenty of coal, but no food, while 
another luivlng some food cannot dis- 
tribute It" because Its railways' have 
no coal. 

All of which causes such general un- 
employment as to approach the dan-* 
gcr point. 

In the essentlfilly Austrian lands, 
there Is a condition of npnthy. No one 
seems to have hope. The people wait 
and. In Vienna make an attempt at 
gaiety. Oflndustry there Is none. In 
.Tugo-Slnvla and In Czecho-Slovakln 
there Is an entirely different psychol- 
ogy. These liberated people have faith 
In the future and ore reaching out 
and struggling to build up prosperous 
nations, while the German-Austrian 
peoples drift along In an apathetic 
slate, and the Hungarians live. In a 
daze* of proud resignation. Gnllcla 
and enstern Hungary, that have beon 
taken over by Itoumanlu, have become 
voiceless. 

Doctor Taylor found the food short- 
age most serious In German Austria, 
where tho people are on a very low 
dally ration with extremely short sup- 
plies In stock, or In sight. 

In Czecho-Slovakln there was sunT- 
clerit food to carry the nation through 
tlie worst of the winter, but a short- 
age before the new* harvest was Inevi- 
table. 

■ Austria-Hungary— with fatnllstlc at- 
titude—seemed unable to start recon- 
struction; not knowlnfir and scarcely 
caring what became of them. Polit- 
ical bitterness and financial paralysis 
completed the picture.* 

Out of this chaos, as director gener- 
al of the supreme council of supply 
'and relief, Hoover must find some 
metliotf for distributing American food- 
stuffs. 

Feed Him Before He Faints. 
For the new notions, the Czecho- 
slovaks and the Poles and Jugo-Slnvs, 
that have no money, the scheme for 
selling American foods on credit is 
simpler. j _ 

Should any emergency arise In these 
countries demanding the prompt dis- 
tribution of food, It will be distributed 
on the principle of "feed him before 
he faints." 

The communities, or nations must 
pay. Where they have- no money — and 
the new democracies have little or no 
money worth anything outside their 
own borders — the food commission will 
take over some commodity produced lu 
the nation. 

Some time must elapse before tho<| 
Americans can trade with Austria even 
on the basis of getting money or Its 
equivalent for every pound of Ameri- 
can-bought food that is distributed, be- 
cause Austria was one of the nations

Saved From Starvation. 
Tloover sent Dr. Vernon Kellogg to 
Investigate the situation. Kellogg re- 
ported "Polnnd must have Immediate 
assistance from the outside world 
(which mennt America) If the poorer 
Inhabitants of the large cities and the 
unemployed workmen and children In 
the Industrial centers were saved from 
starvation." 

Under normal conditions, # Poland Is 
self-supporting, as regards '.food, but 
four and a hnlf years pt war had 
brought the nation to desperate straits. 
German looters stripped all machines 
of copper and belting. Scores of ma- 
chines were wantonly destroyed. Tons 
of stuff were carried away by the Ger- 
mans. 

In all Poland, with Its 4,000.000 peo- 
ple, the danger of starvation, was. a 
dally .menace from December, when 
the pence conference started, until 
food from America arrived. pf 

Take Security. 
It Is with such nations as Poland 
that Hoover hus to deal. ,There was 
only one way to obtain some kind of 
compensation for Amerlcnn foods dis- 
tributed. This "one why" entailed con- 
siderable risk when one thought In 
terms of millions of dollars. But mil- 
lions— In the old wur game were mere 
pawns in the gigantic enterprise of 
wnr. And In the first reconstruction, 
days they had to be viewed from tho 
same standpoint . The one just meth- 
od, according to the Hoover policy, 
was to take some kind of security from 
the nntlons benefited by American sup- 
plies.' Ench nation, had n different se- 
curity, Roumanla had oil fields which 
formed a basis of credit. If the world 
(America) "sent. .food in time. Tho 
world needed oil, nnd Ronmnnln need* 
ed food. 

In Warsaw there was another kind 
of security; the woolen mills, which In 
pence times were among the finest In 
the world., Factories could not re- 
open, however, until the employees 
were fed. The population was weak- 
ened from hunger. "Feed the people; 
they In turn will feed the securities," 
was tlie Hoover policy. The first need 
has been met by a gift ship from Amer- 
ica, but it is only a drop In the bucket.
